hat's  fine  in  practice  but  how  does  it  work  in  theory?" 

Practical,  "real  world"  experiences  weigh  down  education  as  gravity  does  an  ostrich. 
So  desperate  have  we  become  to  see  the  results  of  work  in  schools,  that  we  are  shon- 
changing  students  at  every  turn.  In  pubHc  education  this  has  led  to  the  Toronto 
District  School  Board  (TDSB)  cutting  back  music  in  the  elementary  grades;  sports 
and  "extra"  curricular  activities  also  have  taken  a  drubbing  this  year,  as  these  leaders 
and  educators  posit  that  all  this  is  tangential  to  the  real  business  of  learning.  Ideal- 
ism has  always  had  a  hard  shake  of  it  in  the  New  World,  dominated  as  we  are  by  the 
history  of  the  frontier  and  a  prevailing  American  pragmatism.  So  the  retreat  from 
ideas  is  entirely  understandable.  Add  the  fair  crush  on  the  job  market  and  people's 
prospects,  and  the  result  is  a  tsunami  of  stress  that  is  hardly  conducive  to  trying  new  things.  Accordingly,  edu- 
cators, futurists  and  poUcy  makers  of  aU  kinds  are  looking  for  an  employment  Shangri-La.  Just  where  are  all 
these  jobs  going  to  come  from?  The  hard  truth  is  that  technology  is  producing  unprecedented  wealth  with  fewer 
workers  than  ever  before.  Some  areas  of  the  job  market  are  drying  up  fast,  while  others  can't  keep  up  with  the 
demand  for  skilled  workers. 


Where  does  that  leave  us  at  the  Castle?  We  are  not  the  final  station  on  the  educational  train,  but  the  universities 
have  badly  lost  their  nerve  and  are  hardly  even  pretending  that  their  degrees  or  certificates  are  worth  anything 
beyond  a  cash  value.  Yet  those  universities  (and  independent  schools)  that  stand  for  something  beyond  the 
trends  of  the  day,  even  difficult  days  like  these  ones,  are  the  ones  that  offer  their  students  the  best  chance  to  five 
happily,  and  five  well. 

FitzGerald's  rhetoric  challenges  a  cramping  relevance.'  The  questions  posed  by  the  "I'm  from  Missouri.  You've 
got  to  show  me"  school  of  thought  will  find  answers  never  dreamed  of  in  places  Uke  Redmond,  Washington; 
Waterloo,  Ontario;  and  Cambridges  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic.  The  Ideahsm  that  began  with  Plato,  running 
through  German  Romanticism,  is  now  incarnated  in  mathematics  and  physics.  Among  the  most  remarkable 
things  about  the  search  for  the  "God  Particle"  at  CERN  (European  Laboratory  for  Particle  Physics)  was  the 
paucity  of  any  practical  application.  That's  why  the  United  States  Government  gave  the  project  a  pass,  pretty 
much  jettisoning  their  own  "Big  Bang"  particle  collider  at  Chicago,  and  surrendering  supremacy  in  physics  to 
the  Europeans  in  the  process;  probably  forever. 


Idealism  is  best  and  most  expressed 
through  science,  but  it  lurks  in  art, 
music  and  literature  -  if  we  have 
eyes  to  see  and  ears  to  hear.  So  we 
will  continue  to  ask  the  great  ques- 
tions and  exhort  our  students  "to 
know  the  best  that  has  been  said  and 
thought  in  the  world."  (Matthew  Ar- 
nold, Culture  and  Anarchy).

Me  to  We  Trip  to  Ghana 

After  months  of  preparation,  many  vaccinations,  packing  and  repacking,  the  excitement  was  building,  and  we  were  eager  and  ready  to  go! 
March  11,  2013  couldn't  come  soon  enough,  and  before  long,  we  were  offon  our  West  Afirican  adventure!  We  knew  this  trip  wasn't  going  to 
be  your  typical  safari,  but  we  were  excited  to  embark  as  volunteers  to  help  build  a  school  in  a  small  coastal  community. 

After  a  long  overnight  flight,  we  arrived  in  Accra,  the  hustling  heart  of  the  country,  and  into  a  hot  and  very  humid  climate.  We  were  greeted 
with  enthusiasm  and  open  arms  by  our  trip  facilitators,  Jessie  and  Elaine.  They  would  become  our  friends,  mentors,  inspiration,  and  leaders 
throughout  our  time  in  Ghana. 

A  long  and  bumpy  van  ride,  and  several  hours  later,  we  emerged  at  the  end  of  an  orange  dirt  road  to  find  Hideout  Lodge,  our  home  away  from 
home  for  the  next  several  days.  It  is  located  in  the  Ahanta  West  District  of  Ghana,  just  outside  Asemkow,  the  Free  the  Children  Community 
we  would  be  working  m.  Crashing  waves  and  pahn  frees  dotted  the  shores  of  the  beautiful  coastline  in  this  tropical  equatorial  climate. 

One  of  the  most  exciting  and  memorable  moments  of  our  trip  was  the  first  time  we  visited  our  community,  Asemkow  and  were  welcomed 
with  music,  drumming  and  dancing  with  the  children.  Over  the  course  of  the  week,  we  integrated  with  the  locals  and  learned  more  about 
Ghana's  culture  and  their  traditions,  food  preparation  and  daily  challenges.  These  were  going  to  be  the  people  we  would  be  working  with  for 
the  next  week,  and  we  soaked  it  all  in.  We  were  careful  not  to  trip  over  the  chickens  and  goats  that  ran  freely  around  the  village.  Through 
a  hands-on  experience,  we  learned  how  to  catch  fish  with  nets,  and  participated  in  a  water  walk  with  the  children  of  Asemkow  to  a  nearby 
water  source,  where  families  in  this  region  collected  their  water. 

The  next  few  days  were  tough  and  hot,  but  we  were  keen  to  do  as  much  as  we  could  in  helping  to  build  the  school  from  the  ground  up. 
Volunteering  was,  after  all,  why  we  had  made  the  trip  in  the  first  place.  We  moved  bricks,  too  many  to  count.  We  pushed  wheel  barrow  after 
wheel  barrow  of  sand  and  rocks,  mixed  mortar,  lay  bricks  and  made  more  bricks  with  our  very  own  hands.  We  worked  side-by-side  with  the 
architects  and  confractors  and  saw  the  foundation  of  the  school  beginning  to  emerge.  This  was  exfremely  rewarding,  and  we  gladly  pushed 
through  the  sweat  and  heat,  knowing  this  would  be  the  fiiture  school  of  the  kids  we  saw  playing  around  us. 

As  we  emerged  from  the  van  each  day  at  our  build  site  or  within  the  community,  the  children  would  run  up  and  greet  us  with  smiles  and 
laughter.  They  would  grab  each  of  our  hands  and  not  let  go.  We  cherished  the  time  spent  with  one  another  and  became  fast  fiiends.  There 
was  so  much  excitement,  and  despite  the  language  barrier,  we  didn't  find  it  diflBcult  to  communicate.  No  words  were  needed  to  express  our 
mutual  curiosity  and  adoration.  Playing  soccer  with  the  kids  was  a  highlight  of  our  final  days  in  Asemkow,  an  afternoon  we  won't  soon 
forget. 

Throughout  our  stay,  we  learned  about  Free  the  Children's  holistic  and  sustainable  community  development  model.  Adopt  a  Village.  The 
model  is  designed  to  meet  the  basic  needs  of  developing  communities  and  eliminate  the  obstacles  preventing  children  from  education,  and 
consists  of  five  pillars:  Education,  Health,  Clean  Water  and  Sanitation,  Agriculture  and  Food  Security,  and  Alternative  Income  and  Liveli- 
hood. 

We  were  very  fortunate  on  two  occasions  to  have  the  opportunity  to  hear  from  two  long-standing  board  members  and  fiiends  of  Free  the  Chil- 
dren, Dr.  Jonathan  White,  a  professor  of  Sociology  and  Political  Economy  in  Boston,  and  Shelley  White,  Professor  of  Sociology  and  Public 
Health  in  Boston.  We  were  brought  to  tears  as  they  spoke  passionately  about  the  impacts  and  effects  of  globalization,  world  poverty,  HTV  and 
AIDS. 

We  were  eager  to  explore  the  natural  world  of  Ghana,  at  Kakum  National  Park,  a  moist  evergreen  rainforest  located  just  north  of  the  Cape 
Coast.  It's  357sq  km  of  diverse  and  dense  vegetation  is  enriched  with  varied  wildlife,  about  250  species  of  birds,  a  large  number  of  reptiles 
and  amphibians,  and  over  400  varieties  of  butterflies.  Our  adrenaline  rush  came  40m  high  above  the  forest  floor,  on  a  canopy  walkway,  a 
series  of  7  narrow  rope  and  cable  suspension  bridges  and  viewing  platforms.  Although  we  were  disappointed  at  the  lack  of  wildlife  viewing, 
we  were  eager  to  arrive  at  Hans  Botel,  our  overnight  accommodations  surrounded  by  crocodiles.  We  experienced  Twi  language  lessons  and 
learned  how  to  better  communicate  with  the  locals.  Medaase  (thank  you)  soon  became  a  favourite  of  us  all! 

Our  visit  to  the  Cape  Coast  Castle  was  a  poignant  reminder  of  the  African  frans-Atlantic  slave  frade.  It  was  an  emotional  history  lesson  about 
the  evolution  of  slavery  from  a  white  washed  castle  overlooking  the  sea.  There  are  no  words  to  describe  what  we  saw  and  heard  that  day. 

Our  journey  home  from  Ghana  was  a  lengthy  one,  but  we  were  fortunate  to  have  a  long  layover  in  Amsterdam.  We  explored  the  city,  smelled 
the  flowers,  bought  cheese,  saw  the  canal  and  reflected  on  our  time  in  a  country  that  seemed  so  close,  yet  so  very  far  away. 

Our  time  in  Afiica  ended  far  too  soon.  As  we  reflect  back  on  our  life-changing  experience  equipped  with  our  new  leadership  skills,  we  look 
forward  to  making  a  difference  in  the  fiiture.  We  challenged  ourselves,  seized  every  moment,  learned,  took  chances,  embraced  change, 
amazed  ourselves,  and  grew  from  our  time  in  Ghana.  We  are  thankful  for  the  opportunity,  but  know  that  our  time  given  was  just  a  small  start. 
We  wish  we  could  do  so  much  more.  We  were  sad  to  say  goodbye  to  Asemkow  and  let  go  of  the  hands  of  the  children.  You  may  ask,  would 
we  do  it  all  over  again?  In  a  heartbeat! 


This  March  Break,  four  Trafalgar  rowers  attended  a  training  camp 
in  Oak  Ridge,  Tennessee  along  with  40  Havergal  Rowers.  Under 
the  guidance  of  Havergal  coaches  and  Kate,  a  wonderful  coach 
who  has  worked  with  the  Junior  National  Team,  we  rowed  three 
times  a  day.  We  enjoyed  bowling  night,  team  dinners,  and  frequent 
trips  to  the  Walmart  across  the  road.  It  was  great  to  be  able  to  train 
on  such  a  spectacular  course  alongside  university  and  high  school 
crews.  We  were  able  to  learn  new  skills,  build  and  develop  our 
technique,  and  make  new  friends  from  Havergal.  We  hope  to  go 

again  next  year!

We  have 
come  together  as  a  grade  and  are  more  like  family  than  classmates.  We  have  made  so  many  memories  together,  whether  it  was 
staying  up  late  at  Camp  Kilcoo  and  telling  scary  stories  by  the  campfire~a  moment  where  I  truly  saw  us  all  come  together  as 
a  grade— or  working  together  to  create  the  first  ever  Castle  Haunt,  planning  oiir  Senior  Dinner  dance  where  we  all  shared  the 
same  feeling  of  embarrasment  up  on  the  stage,  or  flipping  the  school  for  grad  prank.  And,  the  final  memory  is  right  here  on 
this  stage,  together  for  the  last  time  as  a  graduating  class. 

We  not  only  owe  gratitude  to  the  school  but  to  the  people  within  the  community.  To  our  family  and  parents:  without  you  we 
would  never  have  had  the  opportunity  to  attend  such  an  amazing  school.
